G.S.R. 887 (E) In exercise of the power* con¬ 
ferred hy sub-section (i) of section f24 read with 
sub-seetton (1) of section 132 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby approve with modification the 
New Mangalore Port TYust (Licensing <rf Steve¬ 
dores) Amendment Reflations, 1988, made by the 
Board of Trustees of New Mangalore Port in exer¬ 
cise of.the powers conferred on them by section 
123 of the said Act and published in the Karnataka 
Gazette dated SOth Tune, 1988 and 7th July, 
1988 as detailed in the s^edule annexed to this 
Notification.

SCHEDULE 

NEW MANGALORE PORT TRUST 
NOTIFICATION 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 125 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, the Board 
of Trustees of the New Mangalore Port Trust 
hereby makes the following amendments to the 
New Mangalore Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) 
Regulations, 1985, and the same arp hereby pub¬ 
lished, as required under sub section 2 of Section 


124 of the said Act for the information of all per¬ 
sons likely to be affected thereby and notice is here¬ 
by given that approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment to the said Regulations will be applied for 
on or after the expiry of a period of 14 dayi 
from the date on whicli the said Regulations aio 
published in the Karnataka Gazette successively for 
two weeks. 

REGULATIONS 

1. These Regulations may be called the New 
Mangalore Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) 
Amendment Regulations, 1988. 

2. Tliey shall come into force with effect trom 
the date of publication of the approval of the Cen¬ 
tral Government in the Official Gazette. 

3. For Reflation 3 of the New Mangalore Port 
Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) Regutations, 
1985 (hereinafter referred to as the said Regula¬ 
tions,) , the following shall be substituted, namely 

"3u Issue of Stevedoring Licence. 

(1) The Chairman may issue stevedoring 
ccnce for a period of two years, on appli¬ 
cation, to persons to act as stevedores at 
the Port to perform the work of Landing 
and Shipping of Goods between vessels in 
the Port and the Wharves, piers, quays or 
docks belonging to or in possession of the 
Board and any other work involved in the 
Stevedoring of the Vessels within the Port. 

(2) No stevedore shall be allowed to work on 
Board any vessel in the Port except 
under A licence issued by the Cliairman 
under these Regulation* after expiry ot 
six months of the date of publication of 
approval of the Central Government to 
the New Mangalore Port Trust (Licensing 
of Stevedores) Amendment Regulations, 
1988/' 

4. Existing Regulation 4 of the said Regulations 
shall be sul^titu^ by the following, namely 

"4. Production of evidence of stevedoring ivork 
done. 

(1) No licence for stevedoring shall be granted 
unless the applicant produces evidence for, 

(i) that he has maintained |would maintain 
the input|output norms of handling 
different commodities as may be laid 
down by the Board from time to time. 

(ii) that his financial standing to meet the 
obligations to the workers and staff 
employed on account of wage and com¬ 
pensation under the Workmen's com¬ 
pensation Act, 1923, Payment of Wages 
Act, 1936, Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
or any other law for the time being in 
force and nlakes a deposit of Rs. 1 lakh 
in cash or any other acceptable security 
which will be refunded [discharged after 
the tcnnination|cxpiry of the licence; 
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(iii) that he undertakes to have in his em* 
ploytnent such minimum staff and have 
in his possession such miniinum gear as 

may be prescribed by the Board for 
undertaking stevedoring efficiently; anct 

(iv) that he shall also produce a Bank 
Guarantee for Rs. 1 lakh so as. to meet 
any contingency; 

NOTE ; Vessel Owners, Vessel operators^ Stea¬ 
mer agents and importers and exporters 
would also be eligible for grant of a licence. 

5* (1) In Reflation 6 of tlic said Regulations, 
for sub Regulation (2), the following shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely 

(i) Tlie applicant shall pay a licence fee ot 
Rs. 4,5001- before the licence is issued or renewed. 
Every licensed stevedore shall deposit a of 

Rs. 6,000)-as earnest money for the proper perfor¬ 
mance of the work permitted under the licence. The 
earnest money will not carry any interest and will be 
refunded when the licence ceases to operate after ad¬ 
justing the claims, if any, of the Board. 

(2) In Sub Regulation (41 of Regulation 6 of the 
said Reflations, the word 'Board' appearing at the 
end of the second sentence before the proviso shall 
be substituted by the word 'Chairman'/ 

6. In the said Reflations, for the existing Regu¬ 
lation 8, for the following shall be subi^titutcd, na¬ 
mely 1 

"8, Power of Chairman to suspend a licence pen¬ 
ding enquiry 

The Traffic Manager shall report any viola¬ 
tion of tlie teims and conditions of the ste¬ 
vedoring licence by the Stevedore, to ihe 
Chairman and the Chairman may, pending 
enquiry, suspend for a period of not exce¬ 
eding three months the licence issued to a 
Stevedore, if he finds expedient and neces¬ 
sary to do so in the interest of the Port". 

7. Existing Regulation 9 of the said Regulations 
shall be substituted by the following, namely 

“9, Suspension of Licences. 

(1) The Chairman may at any time suspend for 
such period as he may deem fit, or cancel the licence 
issued to a Stevedore for violation of any of the 
terms of the licence or for any of the reason listed 
below : 

(i) Violation of safety precautions; 

(ii) low productivity; 

(iii) lack of supervision over stevedoring wor¬ 
kers; 

(iv) improper and unsafe handling of packages; 

(v) mis-representation or mis-statement of mate¬ 
rial facts; 

(vi) the stevedore bein^ adjudged insolvent 0 )‘ 
going into liquidation; 

(vii) causing obstructions to any work in the 
Port; 


(viii) sub-letting of work to any bther^ individual 
or parties; 

(ix) any mis-conduct which, in the opinion of 
the Board, warrants such cancellation of 
suspension. 

(2) No stevedoring licence shall be cancelled or 
suspended as the case may be until the stevedore has 
been given a reasonable opportunity for showing 
cause why his licence should not be cancelled or sus¬ 
pended as the case may be and after recording rea¬ 
sons for such cancellation or suspension '. 

8. Existing Regulation 10 of the said Regulations 
shall be sul^tituted by the following, namely 

"10. Appeal : 

(1) Any person aggrieved by orders of the Chair¬ 
man granting or refusing to grant a licence or renew¬ 
ing or refusing to renew a licence or suspending a 
licence under these regulations may prefer an appeal 
in writing to the Central Government within thirty 
days of the communication of the order appealed 
against, 

(2) Tlie Central Government shall pass such or¬ 
der on the appeal as it deems fit after giving an op¬ 
portunity of Being heard to the appellant. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulation (1), an appeal may be admitted after the 
period of thirty days it the appellant satisfies the Cen¬ 
tral Government that he had sufficient cause for not 
making an application within such pei'iod”. 

9. In Term A’ prescribed under sub-Rcgulation 
(1^ of Regulation 6 of the said Regulations, lor the 
existing entries against column 11, the following en¬ 
tries shall be substituted, namely 

"11, Whether the applicant has made the follow¬ 
ing deposits 

(a) Licence fee of Rs. 4,5001- 

(b) Earnest Money Deposit of Rs. 5,000|- 

(c) Deposit of Rs. LOO lakh towards liabilities 
under the Workman's Compensation Act, 
1923, Payment of Wages Act, J93fi, Indust¬ 
rial Disputes Act, 1947 etc., 

(d) Bank Gurantee of Rs* 1.00 lakh to meet 
contingency valid for the period for which 
the licence is required under column 4 of 
this Form (If so, original to be attached),
